As he described it, a new 
intelligence czar -r- if Mr. 
Ford chooses one — would 
be a person “of stature” 
who would coordinate the 
work of the CIA with the in- 
ternal security duties of the 
FBI and foreign intelligence 
efforts yf five Defense De- 
partment units. 

These are the National Se- 
curity Agency, the Defense 
Intelligence Agency and the { 
Army, Navy and Air Force 
intelligence offices. . ... 
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
